Philadelphia, Oct. 25. — Philadelphia 


lifted its hand and doffed the nation's 
hat to its naval 
heroes yesteniay. 


Nominally it was the active opening of 
the peace jubilee. Actually it was a 
thunderous greeting of praise, welcome 
and thanks to a puissant armada and 
the men who swept It on to unchal- 
lenged victory. The most illustrious 
actors of the war whose glorious end is 
the motive of the celebraticn learned 
what their country thinks of them. 
Sigsbee, Philip, Evans, Wainwright— 
these were some of the men. The 
Texas, the Gloucester, the Winslow, 
the Mayflower—these were some of the 
ships. 


The government was represented by 


Secretary of the Navy Long; the peo- 
ple by a throng that filled every bit 
of timber on either shore of the Dela- 
ware river and lammed every available 
craft to the point of danger. The ma- 
rine pageant was one of surpassing 
brilliancy and grandeur. It consisted 
in a procession of vessels around the 
anchored warships, but that bare state- 
ment conveys no idea of the demon- 
stration. 


The yacht May, with Secretary Long 


and the Washington party aboard, led 
the parade, the ships of the navy being 
anchored in single file in midstream, 
the line extending from Christian to 
Hanover streets, a distance of three 
miles. 


Tral'.:t.£ along behind the May were 


vessels "of every description, handsome 
yachts, big' excursion steamers, tugs, 
barges, launches and even rowboats, 
all bravely decked in the national col- 
ors and puffing and shrieking their 
whistles like marine demons.

As the May glided past 
the great battleship Commodore Philip 
and Captain Sigst>ec stood at attention, 
with the other ofllcers and men of the 
ship, the marines presented arms, and 
the ship's band struck up "Hail to the 
Chief."

The piece de resistance Is the Court

Each 
of the columns is surmounted by a 
great eagle and globe of shimmering

In the cen- 
ter of this court the street is spanned 
by the magnificent triumphal arch. 
This is simple, but impressive, the pre- 
vailing tone being white and gold. It 
is elaborately festooned with flags by 
day and illuminated by a beautiful 
scheme of incandescent lights at night. 
From the top of the arch flies the 
flag which fluttered at th?c topmast of 
Dewey's fleet, but here it will be on the 
flagstaff raised by Shafter at Santiago. 


The auxiliary displays in front of 


the Union League and the Lippincott 
Mansion, which flank the Court of 
Honor 
on 
either 
side, make 
the 


whole scheme of decoration one of un- 
paralleled splendor and brilliance. The 
trees in the immediate neighborhood 
of the Court of Honor blossom with 
the national colors in light. 


The city hall, the largest municipal 


building in America, wears bunting 
on all of Its columns and over Its arch- 
ways, but here, too, the chief effect 
is one of illumination. 
From the 


top of the William Penn statue, which 
surmounts the great tower, stretch 
slanting lines of incandescent lights In 
colors, while row after row of others 
completely circle the building. 


There are other electrical displays 


of smaller character on other public 
buildings.

Officers Testify Before the Investi- 


gators at Atmiston, Ala. 


Anniston, Ala., Oct. 25.—Dr. H. D. 


Ross, assistant surgeon in the First In- 
fantry, was the first witness before the 
war investigating committee yesterday. 
He was with th:0. regiment and the 
Fourth infantry in Cuba. He arrived 
at Santiago on July 10. lie found the 
medical supplies short, and was unable 
to secure any of them for a few days 
until he learned how to get them from 
the division hospital. There was a 
sufficiency of quinine, but a shortage 
of morphine. However, he had all of 
this latter remedy that was aosolutely 
necessary. He was able to secure hos- 
pital stores, such as food delicacies, by 
"rustling" for them, getting them first 
from the Red Cross society and then 
going to Santiago for them. 


Major Charles P. King, surgeon of 


the Fourth Wisconsin, said the medical 
supplies of his regiment were insuffi- 
cient and that there was much delay In 
getting requisitions filled. He thought 
there was a sufficient quantity of food, 
but said some of the men would not 
eat it, preferring to buy food for them- 
selves. 


General Wilson asked if the men had 


ever complained to him as surgeon of 
the regiment, and Dr. King replied that 
they had. 


"What did you say to them?" asked 


the general. 


"I told them to go to the devil and 


eat what they had," he replied. 


"I think that a very improper reply 


for you to have made." said General 
Wilson, and he declined to further con- 
tinue the examination. 


Dr. Henry H. Lee, major and sur- 


geon of the Third brigade, First divis- 
ion, Third corps, said he had urged the

They had not 
been summoned to the executive m an­ 
sion, but had dropped in to discuss with 
the president some pressing depart­ 
mental matters which had to be dis­ 
posed of before the latter left for Phila­ 
delphia. 


The 
information 
received from the 
American peace commission, which was 
said to be disquieting, was informally 
discussed, but; so far as could be as­ 
certained no action of any kind was 
taken. 
Precisely the nature of the in­ 
formation 
received, by the president 
from the American commissioners was 
not disclosed. It is said, however, that 
the situation is embarrassing, if not 
critical, in the opinion of the com m is­ 
sioners, although there Is still reason 
for the expectation that the negotia­ 
tions will not be broken off and that 
they will proceed to a successful issue. 
It is understood to be the belief of the 
president that the uncertainty which 
now seems to cloud the proceeding of 
the joint commission will soon be dis­ 
sipated, and that an agreement will be 
reached that will be eminently sat­ 
isfactory to the American people. 


GREELY HAS A GRIEVANCE,

Anni?ton, Ala., Oct. 26.—Dr. H. D. 
Koss, assistant surgeon In the First in­ 
fantry, was the first witness before the 
war investigating committee yesterday. 
He was with this regiment and the 
Fourth infantry in Cuba. 
He arrived 
at Santiago on July 10. 
He found the 
medical supplies short, and was unable 
to secure any of them for a few days 
until he learned how* to get them from 
the 
division hospital. 
There 
was a 
sufficiency of quinine, but a shortage 
of morphine. 
However, he had all of 
this latter remedy that was absolutely 
necessary. 
He was able to secure hos­ 
pital stores, such as food delicacies, by 
“rustling“ for them, getting them first 
from the Red Cross society and then 
going to Santiago for them. 


Major Charles F. King, surgeon of 
the Fourth Wisconsin, said the medical 
supplies of his regiment were insuffi­ 
cient and that there wras much delay in 
getting requisitions filled. 
He thought 
there was a sufficient quantity of food, 
but said some of the men would not 
eat it, preferring to buy food for them­ 
selves. 


General Wilson asked if the men had 
ever complained to him as surgeon of 
the regiment, and Dr. King replied that 
they had. 


“W hat did you say to them?’* asked 
the general. 


“I told them to go to the devil and 
eat what they had,“ he replied. 


“I think that a very improper reply j 
for you to have made.*’ said General 
Wilson, and he declined to further con­ 
tinue the examination. 


Dr. Henry H. Lee, major and sur­ 
geon of the Third brigade, First divis­ 
ion, Third corps, said he had urged the

He whirled like a how*ling der­ 
vish, grunting, snorting,unseeing and 
almost unseen in a nimbus of dust, 
strap ends and pine needles.

PITIFUL LIFE'S 


PRISONER ON 


ROUTINE 
OF THE 


DEVIL'S ISLAND. 


-Narrative of the Cook on Board tlie 


Dutch Ship Aud»lu»lu. Which Itefently 
Vinlted the French Penal Colony-Ap- 
pearance of the I'rlaoiier—Aged Itupidly. 
Our ship, the Netherlaud steamship 


Andalusia, was anchored off Devil's 
Island recently after a visit to Cay- 
•eu.,e, when we were hailed from 
shore. At the same time a nmull boat 
put 
off', manned by soldiers. They 


came alongside to ask the captain i'or 
the loan of a co_>k while the Andalusia 
was waiting for freight. 
The cook of 


the little garrison had broken his 
arm, they said, and our cook was to 
teach one of their men, so that he 
might be able to attend to the Litdieii 
•until another was sent by the com- 
mander. 


, The captain sent me to the island, 


and while busy in the little kitchen 
instructing a soldier in the mysteries 
of broiling lamb chops aiid cooking 
pork I had plenty oi' opportunity to 
question Captain Dreyfus' guaids. 
The men, who had at first seemed dis- 
inclined to speak, became loqnac.ous 
after awhile, 
"rfe" 
was not so ill- 


treated as those in the world seemed 
to think; "he" is not confined; "he" 
•can go everywhere on the island. Of 
•course, two men are always at his 
lieels. "He" gets up between (5 and 
7 in the morning, and his iirst break- 
fast consists of a cup of chocolate. If 
the weather is good "he" goes for a 
•walk aooii afterward and winds up his 
promenade by a bath. 


"But are you not afraid he might 


-swim away or commit suicide?" I 
-asked. 


'•Not at all," said the soldiers, "for 
a rope is fastened to both his wrists, 
and the e"uds of the rope are in the 
liauds of the guard. 
After the bath 


lie takes his second breakfast—butter, 
bread, ham or eggs and a bottle of 
beer. Then he goes in i'or study. 
He reads and 
writes for several 


liours." 


"What kind of books has he got?" 


The soldiers looked at each other. 
After awhile one of them said: 


"He is only allowed to read techni- 


cal works, but he can write whatever 
lie pleases. He is now writing an ac- 
count of his life." 


"Must he 
show 
you what he 


-writes?" 


"No; we read only the letters he 


desires to have forwarded. 
These 


are sent to the commander at Cay- 
enne," 


"And does the commander send 


them off'as received?" 


"No, they are copied and the orig- 


inals are retained at Cayenne." 


"What does he do besides reading 


and writing?" 


"Two weeks ago -we received per- 


mission from the commander to play 
«ards with the prisoner, and he has 
become an inveterate gambler since. 
After dinner—he has always soup, a 
roast and dessert—about 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon we always play baccarat 
together." 


"What are the stakes?" 
The soldier laughed. 
"He has not 


got a sou and there are not probably 
three francs on the whole island. We 
play for shells. 
The prisoner gets 


liis supper at 6 in the evening—roast, 
or ham and a bottle of beer. Soon 
afterward he goes to bed. 
He is not 


allowed to have a light, you know. 
Only the guard on the door keeps up 
a wood fire. He says the hours from 
7 to 10 are his worst. 
He cannot go 


to sleep before 10 o'clock and the 
guard is not allowed to answer any 
•questions he may put. In the day 
time we may talk to him, but only on 
the most trifling subjects, the wezfther, 
his health, etc. Our own country is 
not to be mentioned." 


"Is he allowed to smoke?"' 
"No; that is, I think he is not, for 


the commander does not furnish him 
tobacco." 


"May I leave some cigars for him?" 
The soldier did not answer. 
I 


Emptied my tobacco pouch and iny 
•cigar case on the table. I hope he got 
•what I left for him. 


As I was about to return to my 


ship I saw a man, followed by two 
soldiers, approaching the 
strand. 


.Dreyfus! He seemed to have heard of 
my presence and measured me with 
•questioning looks. His lips moved,

low complexion. His eyes are deep 
in their sockets; he walks with a 
stoop aad his forehead is furrowed.

An Acquired Habit. 


It is a matter of general knowledge 


that tho mountain parrot of New Zea- 
land, the kea, has acquired the very 
destructive habit of piercing the backs 
of sheep with its sharp beak in order 
to feed on the kidney fat of the very 
unfortunate animals attacked. It was 
at one time believed that the birds had 
learned this habit from procuring fatty 
particles from the 
skins of sheep 


which had been slaughtered; but now 
a more likely solution of the problem 
has been suggested by a correspond- 
ent of the Zoologist. 
This gentleman, 


who writes from Melbourne, tells us 
that in the hilly districts of the mid- 
dle island of New Zealand there grows 
in great quantity a white lichen which 
bears a strong resemblance to sheep's 
wool. Beneath this lichen are to be 
found small white fatty substances, 
which some suppose to be the seeds 
of the plant, and others describe as 
maggots which infest it; but whatever 
they be, they form a favorite food of 
the kea. It is suggested that the bird, 
misled by the resemblance of the 
sheep's wool, digs down into the flesh 
in the hope of finding this white sub- 
stance of which it is so fond, and 
that in this way the new habit has 
been originated. In the first place, 
probably the birds are misled by mis- 
taking dead sheep for masses of the 
lichen under which they had been ac- 
customed to find their favorite food.—

IHainc H as an Old City. 


Near the main highway leading 
through York Harbor, Me., are the 
remains of the mansion where 250 
years ago dwelt a young English no­ 
bleman*—Sir Thomas Gorges, the first 
mayor of Georgian a, in the provinpe 
of Laconia. 


In the year 1041 York was invested 
with the powers of a city corporate 
and became the first English city in 
America. 
It was styled Georgiana in 
honor of Sir Ferdinando Gorges, who 
held by grant from Charles I of Eng­ 
land, sway over all the vast stretch 
of territory between Piscataquis and 
Kennebec or Sagadahoc rivers. 


Sir Ferdinando’s nephew, Thomas, 
was the first mayor of the city which, 
at the time of its inception, contained 
a few scattering citizens along the 
banks of the York river, and embraced 
and area of four by eight miles along 
the banks. 
Within its forest glades, 
untarnished by the corroding touch 
of civilized 
artificiality, grow the 
noble oak, towering pine and stately 
elm, tenanted by the deer, the bear 
and other denizens of the forest, while 
treading the mystic paths and skirt­ 
ing the river’s rugged shores the un­ 
tutored children of nature roamed at 
will. 


The mayor’s residence was erected 
on a sightly knoll near York river. It 
is now in the possession of the Moul­ 
ton family, who have held it through 
five generations. Near it is an ancient 
apple tree said to have been brought 
from Yorkshire, England, some 225 
years ago. 
Still it stands exulting in 
a green old age and bearing excellent 
fruit. 


Nearby is the moss-grown grave of 
Sharper, said to be the last slave 
whose shackled feet pressed freedom’» 
soil in the state of Maine,—Lewiston 
(Me.) Journal. 


An A cq u ired H a b it. 


It is a matter of general knowledge 
that the mountain parrot of New Zea 
land, the kea, has acquired the very 
destructive habit of piercing the backs 
of sheep with its sharp beak in order 
to feed on the kidney fat of the very 
unfortunate animals attacked. 
It w as 
at one time believed that the birds had 
learned this habit from procuring fatty 
particles from the 
skins of sheep 
which had been slaughtered; but now 
a more likely solution of the problem 
has been suggested by a correspond­ 
ent of the Zoologist. 
This gentleman, 
who writes from Melbourne, tells us 
that in the hilly districts of the mid­ 
dle island of New Zealand there grows 
in great quantity a white lichen which 
bears a strong resemblance to sheep’s 
wool. 
Beneath this lichen are to be 
found small white fatty substances, 
which some suppose to be the seeds 
of the plant, and others describe as 
maggots which infest it; but whatever 
they be, they form a favorite food of 
the kea. 
It is suggested that the bird, 
misled by the resemblance of the 
sheep’s wool, digs down into the flesh 
in the hope of finding this white sub­ 
stance of which it is so fond, and 
that in this way the new habit has 
been originated. 
In the first place, 
probably the birds are misled by mis­ 
taking dead sheep for masses of the 
lichen under which they had been ac­ 
customed to find their favorite food,-— 
Chambers’s Journal. 


¿»topping N e w s p a p e r P r i n t i n g P resses, 
Printing presses are stopped auto­ 
matically as soon as the paper breaks

It marks the close of the year’s la­ 
bor and is celebrated by three days 
of music, feasting and dancing with 
partners chosen-or allotted, according 
to degree of comliness, at the preced­ 
ing May festival. 


In south Germany the end of the 
harvest is marked by the sickle feast. 
The last sheaf is carried in triumph 
to the barn and placed on the fioor, 
while the younger 
couples dance 
around it. 
One half of it is then 
decked with ribbons and hung aloft 
while the other half is burned. 
Its 
ashes are treasured as a remedy for 
rheumatism jand are sometimes used 
in making amulets or charms. 
The 
peasants leave for Wodau, or “ the old 
one,” a few ears of corn and a small 
number of apples, it being considered 
unlucky to strip either field or tree 
entirely bare.—Lippincott*».

The Ontario Archaeological museum

In Ireland,in 
the very old times, the art of making 
butter was known, but the preserva- 
tive effects of salt were as yet undis- 
covered. 
Nevertheless, the people of 


that age possessed some means of 
preserving it, burial in a bog being a 
part of the process. 
Firkins of it 


were frequently left there for safe 
keeping, and from time to time these 
relics of prehistoric housekeeping are 
unearthed- 
Mr. Lefroy of Toronto, 


who is now in Ireland, is the donor 
of the good-sized piece of the cheesy- 
looking stuff to the museum. 
He 


writes: 


"I have just sent a piece of 'bog 


butter' to you. I don't know whether 
it is a thing of sufficient antiquity and 
rarity, but as the Dublin museum has 
a keg in a prominent position, per- 
haps you may consider it worthy of 
admission to a place in your museum. 
The keg of which this is a portion, was 
dug up recently in a bog near Dun- 
lavin, county Kildare. 
The staves 


are said to have been around it, but 
to have fallen off on removal.

This was 
rather expensive picture-making, and 
It was not long before a magazine ca- 
mera was invented; and suddenly all 
the world began taking pictures. The 
date of the invention of the dry-plate 
dates back scarcely eighteen 
years; 


but in that short time the growth and 
application of photography have been 
so remarkable that it can be compared 
to nothing more aptly than to 
the 


amazing development of the 
genie 


which the unlucky fisherman released 
from the jar. In 1880 the outlay for 
photographic material was, in round 
numbers, $25,000. Ten years later it 
amounted to $2,500,000. 
During the 


first-named year perhaps one hundred 
and fifty person's were employed in its 
manufacture. 
Today one single firm 


has fifteen hundrc-d employes. 
This 


firm alone manufactures in a week so 
•much sensitive film that, if made into 
one long strip seven inches wide, il 
would measure over one hundred miles 
In length.

In a procession of vessels around the 
anchored warshfps, but that bare state- 
ment conveys no idea of the dtmon- 
stration. 


The yacht May, with Secretary Long 
and the Washington party aboard, led 
the parade, the ships of the navy being 
anchored in single file in midstream, 
the line extending from Christian to 
Hanover streets, a distance of three 
miles.

WAR SECRETS 


Officers T e s t i f y Before t h e I n v e s t i - 


gators at Anuiston, Ala. 


Annlston, Ala., Oct. 26.—Dr. H, D. 
Koss. assistant surgeon in the First in- 
fantry»-, was the first witness before the 
war investigating committee yesterday. 
He was with thi^ regiment and the 
Fourth Infantry in Cuba. 
He arrived 
at Santiago on July 10. He found the 
medical supplies short, and was unable 
to secure any of them for a few days 
until he learned how to get them from 
the 
division hospital. 
There 
was a 
sufilclency of quinine, but a shortage 
of morphine. 
However, he had all of 
this latter remedy that was absolutely 
necessary. He was able to secure hos- 
pital stores, such as food delicacies, by 
"rustling" for them, getting them first 
from the Red Cross society and then 
going to Santiago for them. 


Major Charles F. King, surgeon of 
the Fourth Wisconsin, said the medical 
supplies of his regiment were Insufli- 
cient and that there was much delay In 
gettmg rcQulsltions filled. He thought 
there was a sufllclent quantity of food, 
but said some of the men would not 
eat it, preferring to buy food for them- 
selves. 


General Wilson asked if the men had 
ever complained to him as surgeon of 
the regiment, and Dr. King replied that 
they had, 


"What did you say to them?" asked 
the general. 


"I told them to go to the devil and 
eat what they had." he replied. 


"I think that a very improper reply 
for you to have made," said General 
Wilson, and he declined to further con- 
tinue the examination.

Near the main highway 
leading 
through York Harbor, Me., are the 
remains of the mansion where 250 
years ago dwelt a young English no- 
bleman—Sir Thomas Gorges, the first 
mayor of Georgiaua, in the provinpe 
of Laconia. 


In the year 1G41 York was invested 
with the powers of a city corporate 
and became the first English city iu 
America. 
It was styled (ieorgiana in 
honor of Sir Ferdinando (xorges, who 
held by grant from Charles I of Eng- 
land, sway over all the vast stretch 
of territiu-y between Piscataquis and 
Kennebec or Sagadahoc rivers. 


Sir Ferdinando*s nephe\v, Thomas, 
was the first mayor of the city which, 
at the time of its inception, contained 
a few scattering citizens along the 
banks of the York river, aud embraced 
and area of four by eight miles along 
the banks. 
Within its forest glades, 
untarnished 
by the corroding touch 
of civilized 
artificiality, 
grow 
the 
noble oak, towering pine and stately 
elm, tenanted by the deer, the bear 
and other denizens of the forest, while 
treading the mystic paths and skirt- 
ing the river's rugged shores the un- 
tutored children of nature roamed at 
will. 


The mayor*s residence was erected 
on a sightly knoll near York river. It 
is now in the possession of the Moul- 
ton family, who have held it through 
five generations, Kear it is an ancient 
apple tree said to have been brought 
from Yorkshire, England, some 225 
years ago. 
Still it stands exulting in 
a green old ago aud bearing excellent 
fruit. 


Nearby is the moss-grown grave of 
Sharper,

to be the last slave 
whose shackled feet pressed freedom'» 
soil in the st.ite of Maine,—Lewiston

at one time believed that the birds had 
learned this habit from procuring fatty 
particles from the 
skins of sheej) 
which had been slaughtered; but now 
a more likely solution of the problem 
has been suggested by a correspond- 
ent of the Zoologist. 
This gentleman, 
who writes from Melbourne, tells us 
that in the hilly districts of the mid- 
dle island of New Zealand there grows 
in great quantity a white lichen which 
bears a strong resemblance to sheei}'s 
wool. 
Beneath this lichen are to be 
found small white fatty substances, 
which some suppose to be the seeds 
of the plant, aud others describe as 
maggots which infest it; but whatever 
they be, they form a favorite food of 
the kea. 
It is suggested that the bird, 
misled by the resemblance 
of 
the 
sheep's wool, digs down into the flesh 
in the hope of finding this white sub- 
stance of which it is so fond, and 
that in this way the new habit has 
been originated. 
In the first place, 
probably the birds are misled by mis- 
taking dead sheep for masses of the 
lichen umler which they had been ac- 
customed to fiud their favorite food.— 
Chambers's Journal.

It marks the clobe of the year's la- 
bor and is celebrated by three days 
of music, feasting and dancing with 
partners chosen-or allotted, according 
to degree of comliness, at the in-eced- 
ing May festival. 


In south Germany the end of the 
harvest is marked by the sickle feast. 
The last sheaf 
is carried iu triumph 
to the barn and placed on the floor, 
while the younger 
couples 
dance 
around it. 
Une half of it is then 
decked with ribbons and hung aloft 
while the other half is burned. 
Its 
ashes are treasured as a remedy for 
rheumatism And are sometimes used 
iu making amulets or charms. 
The 
peasants leave for Wodau, or "the old 
one," a few ears of corn and a small 
number of apples, it being considered 
unlucky to strip either field or tree 
entirely bare.—Lippincott's.

They have defeated 
the Spanish troops 
in the fleld and

of prisoners. 
Above 
all, they have 
ijnprovised the army with which they 
did this part of the work. 
Not bad 
for the interval between rent day and 
rent day! The manner of the improvi- 
sation is a striking indication,in some 
ways, of the American system. 
Most 
of the trooi^s M'ho swarmed 
uj) the 
slopes at Santiago 
and captured in-

mere untrained butchers, bakers and 
candlestick nnikers at the beginning 
of the war.

out throwing up hands. 
They just 
went down like clods in 
the grass. 
It seemed to me that the terrible thud 
with which they struck the earth was 
more penetrating than tho sound ol 
guns. 
Some were 
only 
wounded, 
some were dead. 


*'There is much that is awe-inspir- 
ing about the death of soldiers on tho 
battlelield. 
Almost all of us 
have 
seen men and women die, 
but they 
have died in their carefully arranged 
beds Avith doctors daintily hoarding 
the flickering sjmrk; with loved ones 
clustering 
about. 
But 
death 
from 
disease is less awful than death from 
bullets. 
On the battlefield there are 
no delicate scientific 
problems 
oí 
strange microbes to be solved. 
There 
is no petting, no coddling—nothing, 
nothing, 
nothing 
but 
death. 
The 
man lives, he is strong, he 
is 
vital, 
everv muscle in him is at its fullest 
tension when, suddenly', 'chug!' he is 
dead. 
That 
'chug' 
of 
the 
bullets 
striking flesh is nearly always plainly 
audible. 
But the bullets which are 
billeted, so far as I 
know, do not 
sing on their way. 
They go silently,' 
grimly to their mark, and the man is 
laceratcd or torn or dead, 
I did not 
hear 
the bullet shriek 
that killed 
Haniilton Fish; I did not hear the 
bullets shriek which stJ'uek the mauy 
others who were wounded while I "was 
near them; I did not hear the bullet 
shriek Avhich struck me. 


"There is one incident of the day 
which 
shines out in 
my 
memory 
above all the others now as I lie in a 
New York hospital writing. 
It 
oc- 
curred at the field hosj^ital. 
About a 
dozen of us were lying there. 
A con- 
tinuous chorus of moan? rose through 
the tree branches overhead. The sur- 
geons, 
with hands and bared arms 
dripping, an I clothes literally satur- 
ated, with blood, were straining every 
nerve to pre}:are the Avounded for the 
journey down to Sibouey. 
Behind 
me lay Captain McCliutock with his 
lower leg bones literally ground to 
powder. 
He bore his i^ain as gallaut- 
I3'' as he had led his men, and that is 
saying much: 
I think Major Brodie 
was also there. It was a doleful grouj?. 
Amputation and death stared its mem- 
bers in their gloomy faces. 


"Suddenly a voice started softly : 


My country, 'tis of thee, 
Sweet laud of liberty, 
Of theo I sing. 


"Other voices took it up: 


Laud where my fathers died. 
Land—of—tho—Pilgrims'—prid(i, 
"The quivering, quavering chorus, 
punctuated by groans, and made spas- 
modic by jmin, trembled uj^ from the 
little group of wounded Americans in 
the midst of the Cuban solitude—the 
pluckiest, 
most heartfelt song that 
human beings ever sang. 


"There was one voice that did not 
quite keep up with 
the 
others. 
It 
was so weak that I did not hear it un- 
til all the rest had finished the line: 
Let Freedom rluür. 


"Then halting, struggling, faint, it 
repeated slowly: 


Land—of—tho—Pilgrims'—pride, 
Let Freedom- 


"The last word Avas a woeful cry. 
One more son had died 
as died the 
fathers.* 


Sun Yat Sen Turns luRur^enf. 


Sun Yat Sen, one of the leaders in 
the rebellion in 
China, 
is quite well 
known, not only in this country, but 
also in many of the countries of Eu- 
rope, 
He has always been known in 
China as a dangerous rebel leader, and 
a price has been 
set on his head for 
some time. 
In fact, his visit to this 
country was due 
to the fact that he 
Avas being hunted 
by the authoritiea 
in his native land. 


He was in San 
Franc'sco for some 
time before any one found it out, and 
before he left he managed to organize 
several societies 
which, Avhile seem 
ingiy peaceful in object, were in reality 
hotbeds of rebellion. 
Sun Yat Sen 
was described as a cultured, 
pleasant 
man of unusual ability and education, 
anct his pleasing 
manners and polite 
conversation won for him many friends 
not only among tho Chinese residents 
of that city but also among the Ameri- 
cans. 
He niauifested great interest 
in the mission 
work among the Chij,; 
nese, and it was in that way that ho 
succeeded iu winning so many of the^n 
over to his side in his schemes for the 
overthrow of the present d^'nasty, 


His adventures iu England and his 
arrest there are matters of 
history. 
It is the general ojjiuiou among those 
familiar with conditions iu China that 
Sun 
Yat Sen 
will prove a strong 
leader, and that a rebelliou under him 
is likely to amount to more than if it 
were under an ordinary man.—Phila- 
delphia i^ress.

A Curious JCcllc From Trolaud. 


The Ontario Archaeological museum 
at Ottawa, Canada, 
is in receipt of a 
curious 
survival 
from 
prehistoric

lump of "bog butter." 
In Ireland,in 
the very old times, the art of making 
butter Avas known, 
but Ihe preserva- 
tive eflects of salt were as vet undis- 
covered. 
Nevertheless, the people of 
that age ¡possessed 
some 
means of 
preserving it, burial in a bog being a 
part of the jDrocess. 
Firkins 
of it 
were frequently left there for safe 
keeping, and from time to time 
these 
relics of prehistoric housekeeping are 
unearthed. 
Mr, Lefroy of Toronto, 
who is now in Ireland, 
is the donor 
of the good-sized jnece of the cheesy- 
looking stull' to the 
museum. 
He 
writes: 


" I 
have just sent 
a piece of *bog 
butter' to you. 
I don't knoAV whether 
it is a thing of sufRt'ient antiquity and 
rarity, but as the Dublin museum has 
a keg in a prominent position, per- 
haps you may consider it worthy of 
admission to a place in your museum. 
The keg of which this is a portion, was 
dug up recently in 
a bog near Dun- 
lavin, county 
Kildare. 
The staves 
are said to have been 
around it, but 
to have fallen oil' on removal. 
It lay 
in a peasant's 
garden, 
and the dogs 
fed on it for a time," 


Mr, Lefroy has 
also secured an 
'*Ogham stone," and it will come over 
in due time. 
An 
Ogham stone is a 
stone which is occasionally found in 
Ireland, inscribed with tho "Ogham" 
alphabet, which 
was current in Ire- 
land prior to the ninth century. 
The 
Ogham alphabet is of the runic varietj'-, 
the characters 
being 
straight lines, 
generally upright and parallel. —New 
York Sun, 


A Drled-Up I-aUo, 


Tulare lake, in Tulare county, once 
the largest body of fresh water 
in 
California, is now dried 
ui?. 
About 
1«72 the lake was about 80 miles long 
and ¡-55 miles wide 
at 
the 
gj-eatest 
^Yidth, but its depth was never great. 
Irrigation was introduced 
into 
this 
region in 1872-75, and as the water 
was drawn off from its tributaries the 
lalie began to shrink in size. 
In 18^5 
the lake was only four to five miles 
wide; and though it remained station- 
ary iu its dimensions for some time, 
lack of rainfall and increased demands 
for irrigation upon its forjner tribu- 
taries have finally prevailed, and Lake 
Tulare has dried 
ui>. 
Farjners 
are 
now reclaiming tho land and putting 
it .into 
shai^e for cultivation, 
and 
channels are being made and gates put 
iu to control the waters that a rain;y 
season may send into 
the old 
lakf 
basin.—Engineering News.

gue made of the whites of tho eggs, a 
heaping tablespoonful of sugar and 
flavoring as preferred, aud serve with 
cream or cold sauce.

Home 
cooks use an egg batter, but the trou- 
ble is the batter browns before the 
vegetable is done.

The Chinaman burned his 
house to roast his pig; the amateur 
tore his camera to pieces to get his 
picture. 
The first hand camera Avas 
a pateboard box containing one plate. 
A pinhole served as a lens, and after 
the exposure of the pla'e the box Avas 
taken to tho dark room, cut open, 
and the plate 
extracted. 
This 
Avas 
rather expensive picture-making, and 
It Avas not long before a magazine ca- 
mera Avas invented; and suddenly all 
the world began taking pictures. The 
date of the invention of tho dry-plate 
dates back scarcely eighteen 
years; 
but in that short time the groAVth and 
application of photography haA'o been 
so remarkable that it can bo compared 
to nothing more aptly than 
to 
tho 
amazing development 
of 
the 
genlo 
Avhich the unlucky fisherman released 
from the jar. 
In ISSO the outlay for 
photographic material Avas, in round 
numbers. $25.000. 
Ten years later it 
amounted to $2,500,000. 
During the 
ilrst-named yejr perhaps one hundred 
and fifty persons Avere employed in it? 
manufacture. 
Today one single firm 
has fifteen hundred employes. 
This 
firm alone manufactures in a week so 
•much sensitive film that, if made into 
one long strip seven inches wide, it 
would measure over one hundred miles 
In lenirth.
